A week’s wages would soon melt away under 
such circumstances. Milk is very hard to secure 
and is sold only by municipal authorities. 
Whether German captains of industry brought 
about such a state of affairs makes little differ­ 
ence to the needy.

Pearl diving off the island of Hikueru 
has yielded rich returns during 
the 
season just closed. Both pearl shetlg 
and pearls of high value have been 
found in large numbers in the waters 
of the lagoon. 
These pearl oyster beds had been 
under restriction for a number 
of 
years and for that reason the jewel 
crop was unusually good. 
The diving is done by natives who 
have trained themselves from child 
hood to descend to great depths and 
remain under the water a long time, 
No diving machines are permitted. 
The Tahiti merchants establish sta­ 
tions at the island during the season 
to buy the shells and to sell provisions 
and luxuries to the divers and their 
families. Representatives from Paris 
jewelry houses always are on hand to 
compete for the better qutality of 
pearls. Pearls of lesaer valúe fall into 
the hands of speeuiatively inclined 
Chinese and European schooner cap­ 
tains. From long experience the na­ 
tives are fully aware o&Xhr value of 
their finds, so that not many bargains 
are available. 
The South Sea Island native reacts 
to prosperity ostentatiously. The wife 
of tho successful diver parades the 
white coyal beach of Hikueru clad in 
brilliant silks, high heel shoes, picture 
hats and the most costly Chinese 
shawls.

culture. according to a statem ent is­ 
sued.

“Eleven southern states now pro­ 
duce over 83 percent of the total crop, 
but m arket less than 30 per cent of 
the total carload shipments, the ag­ 
riculture department points out. “Ful 
ly 25 per cent of the southern crop is 
lost from freezing, insects and oth- 


The. statem ent follows: 
“To meet the market demand it is 
essential that producers standardize 
and improve their varieties,' increase 
yields per acre, increase the percent 
age of number one stock, and keep 
fields disease-free, through 
proper 
seed selection. Only well-ripened, di- 
sease-fce, carefully harvested potatoes 
shopld be stored for shipment or sold 
to storage house operators. 
“The part of the crop not suitable 
for shipment may be eaten at home, 
sold in local markets, fed to live stock 
or utilized in other ways. Changing va­ 
rieties and acreage with every tem­ 
porary change in price or trade pref­ 
erence is unprofitable.
